This meeting was dalled and 
h^ upon the insistent demand of 
gileat nambeis of the eithees of the 
cofinty. The Legislature of the State 
hasenactedalaw by wl^|ta, 
on eech hnndved dollafi 
able property of the who 
levied and to be used for 
tlonof goodRMMb in the 
this act it is proposed to s< 
the amount that each 
raise Iqr loeal taxation HFraadsby 
an equal amount. This meeting was 
attended and the question discussed 
byqoite a nnmber of the tittaens 
from all sections of the county. 

Whettier tlie county should adopt this 
measnreor not, still the citizens of 
the county would have to pay its 
quoto of tlie State tax,- which would 
be used in aid of eonntles whieh do 
adopt this system. It is said that up- 
ont, standing vote iMing taken by the 
p«%ons present, all favored the prop- 
osition except two and the vote of the 
Justices showed all of them favoring 
thti move except one. While this if 
carried out, is the greatest benefit 
that could be conferred upon the 
co^ty, taken as a vrhqfe still ft tea 
bifundertaking, and a costly one. In 
fa^t, no county has or ever will have 
goja roods withoat the expending of 
larjfe sums of money. But it is 
cluued that by reason of the im- 
prand oppoftonities of profit and en- 
joyment, that these roads will afford 
the people, including the increased 
valuee of the rsel estate. Will make it 
a very profitable investment. 

^t it must be understood that 
good loedeeea not be bollt all over 
the county at one time or in any very 
short time. Under this law the first 
loads win have to be bnilt on the 
ways leadhig from one county seat to 
another, and that these roads have to 
be approved by the State Bead Engl- 
neer and if not so boUt the State will 
not supplement the County fund. 
Again, only so morti rsad een be built 
per year, as the county and state fund 
will pay for, but eventually, if the 
plan Ie earried oat, the Made will 
reach all parts of the eonnty. Such 
roads should lirst .be bnlltthat will 
connect us with nllmfi and neviga- 
tion, if practicabii.' Ifow in the 
building of these roads every body is 
supposed to be benefitted. The ben- 
efits, as a general rule, will redound 
more to the interest of the larger 
property holders, as they will receive 
the more benefit of the road by this 
<ise and the increase of the value of 
their property. Hot, if justioe pre- 
vails, and it should be made to pre- 
vail, at all hazards, the greater hold- 
ings of property a man bee, the great- 
er amount he will have to pay toward 
their constructions and the less prop- 
erty a man has and the less use to be 
made of the roads, he needs, the less 
he will have to pay. So, it is the duty 
of every eltisen and tax-payer to pay 
^ his proper proportion of the tax and 
j see that every other one does the 
I same. Every man has a right to and 
should exercise the right of examin- 
ing every other man's tax list and see 
that his property is properly listed, 
and if this is done it will very great- 
ly increase the amount of money that 
will be raised. There Is no trouble 
about the poor man or medium man 
for what he has is always in siglit and 
easily reached. As to the man that 
has the reputation of being wealthy 
or claims to be wealthy, make him 
show up and put up or shut up. The 
fact i$ apparent. If one will take the 
pains to investigate the tax list, l^at 
there Is either very much less wealth 
In the county tlum Is supposed to be, 
or it is not taxed. An fmendmeht 
should be added to the law by the 
next Legislature so as to inquire reg- 
ular teamsters or the nsers of Motor 
Vehicles for hauling freight, to pay 
license taxes on their veliicles, for the 
reason that they see aad damege the 
roads out of pnportton to all other 
persons.

I want to speak to the News read- 
ers this week about a disease that has 
bCMi a cnrse to honanlty for hundreds 

of years In this county it stands 
second to consumption in the number 
of lla TietlsBa. Tlie name of it is ty> 
pbold favar. It is a contagious dis- 
eaaa, and is spread largely by the com- 
mon IiouBe fly. Physicians have never 
been agreed as to its cause or its treat- 
ment. I am more interested in its 
eaoeethan Ita crsatsaent, bvt I am 
more interested in its prevention than 
either one It is a disease that orig 
inalsB in ilth, and no maar aver Imb 
had a case of typhoid fever, no man 
has a case of typhoid, and no man will 
avarliava a ease of typhoid fever, an- 
less he gets into his system in some 
way. a small portion of the contents 
of the bowela or kidneya of aome one 
suffering from the disease. This is a 
mighty ugly thiag to have to say, but 
it is better to say it that aooae one 
may be warned, so thut one may use 
all the means in his power to avoid it. 
Typhoid fever kiUa ita handreda and 
its thousands every year, and it would 
he absolutely criminal in me, on ac- 
count of a little false modesty to ne- 
glect to tell the people the truth as to 
tlie sole cause of this terrible malady. 
I liava said, and will say again that 
tteoommon housefly is largely re- 
qwnslble for the spread of this disease. 
The question then comes up, that if 
Um common house fly is the cause of 
tyifhoid fever, and that no human be 
ingtOver has the disease without ge^ 
ting into the system a portion of the 
discharges from the kidneys or bowels 
of-flome one suffering from it, how can 
thefetwo statements harmonizeV I 
shall undertake to make this plain be- 
fore 1 close this paper. Every body 
knows if he has noticed tlie habits and 
customs of the fly, that filth is its nat- 
ural habitat. It breeds in the stable 
manure, in badly kept water closets, 
in hog pens which are not kept dean, 
and in every place where filth and 
dirt abound. We can swat the fly, we 
can trap him, we can tangle him in 
tanglefoot, but tlie only way to utter- 
ly destroy him, is to break up lus 
breeding places It Is oiAj a few 
years ago that the fly was proven to be 
so dangerous to the healtli of the peo- 
ple. He had been destroying the hap- 
piness of the people ever since the 
daya of Pharoati. He had been sus- 
pected of being a disease carrier fbr 
some time, but he had not been 
proven guilty until the time of the 
Spanish-American war. in the Amer- 
ican camps down in Florida. It was 
noticed tlut officers living in screened 
tents did pot have typhoid fever, 
while soldiers staying in unscreened 
tents, a large majorilj nt them were 
i nfe c te d. The sanitarians of the ar- 
my ted by Ifiw medical men. set rs:iare 
for the fly which proved a success 
They sprinkled a fine white powder 
aroond the wat^r closets, and the tiy 
walking over the white powder gut it 
on his feet, and ,were tracked to the 
dining rooms, and to the sick soldiers, 
and the tracks were seen on the pro- 
visions on Uie dining table, diowing 
ttiat the same flies that had visited 
the water closets were visiting the 
dining rooms. And we all know and 
have always known, that flies are re- 
markiibly good to visit the sick, and 
unlike common white folks tiiey visit 
the sick every day. They do not wait 
for Sunday when they have nothing 
else to do, but go daily. And they go 
where there are no screens, into the 
dining rooms, swim about in the gravy, 
crawl over the soft butter, drop into 
the butteimilk, and sometimes go in- 
to the kitchen and heip the cook to 
make up the biscuit. I suppose every 
body has at some time seen a fly baked 
up in a biscuic. This is not very appe- 
tizing, but it has one redeeming qual- 
ity, and that is Uiat tiiat fly lias been 
everlastingly pnt oat of commission, 
with all the disease ^erms appertain- 
ing thereto. You can kill disease 
germs by baking, by bnmlng, or by 
bol;in^^ but never by freezing. When 
the waiters on tlie table tliat I have 
been describing, find flies in the but- 
ter, in the buttermilk and in the gra- 
vy, Uiey will tish them out, dash tliem 
out Of the window, and the eatmrs will 
go on eating as though nothing had 
happened. These flies are always 
germ *aden, and yoa can see how easy 
it ia for them to get intottw Stomachs 
of tiioae who are eating at thM table 
When once in tlie q«tem, owIms the 
pHtipnt has resistive power enough 

to overcome tlw germs and throw them 
he will fail i victim to tMs dis- 
ease, and will never know how, in the 
world he got hold of if When a man
